Wheu Lenine 


and Trotsky came into power and confis- 
cated all property to the state, including 
all production, the peasant farmers, who 
constitute the bulk of Russian population, 
threw up their hands and struck. 
They 


refused to produce, except enough for 
their bare necessities, and as a result Rus- 
sia for the last two years has undergone 
the horrors of famine and cold. Hun- 
dreds of thousands of its people have 
starved to death, and its plight has moved 
the pity of the world. 


During the present year communists 


were forced to modify their despotic gov- 
ernment of Russia to the extent of recog- 
nizing the right of private property, and 
the right to enjoy individually the fruits 
of production. The effect was instantan- 
eous and altogether remarkable. The peas- 
ants have resumed their tilling of the soil. 
In a cabled interview from London Mr. 
Edward M. Flesh, president of the United 
States Grain corporation, says that his in- 
vestigation in Russia show that the peas- 
ants are raising large crops this year, and 
that there is a possibility that Russia will 
have a surplus of grain for export. 
The 


explanation is self-evident. 


Russia. - the great food warehouse of 


Europe, capable of sustaining the life of 
every inhabitant of that continent, and of 
feeding half of the world with grain, 
c-ou-ld not under communism support its 
own people. Less than a year under a re- 
storation of the so-called capitalistic sys- 
tem it produces grain in abundancy. The 
experiment in Russia shows that applied 
socialism works its own downfall and 
proves its destructive effects.

TONSILS AND TUBERCULOSIS 


The condition, still fairy common ,in children, for 


merely called "scrofula" but now known to doctor, 
as tuberculous cervical adenitis, which 
ponderou:

' tor Davis, reporting a survey of 1,064 operations fo 
I complete removal of tonsils and adenoids, in Eng 


land, noted that he never found tuberculosis adeni 
Us developing in patients whose tonsils had been re 
moved. 
The pharyngeal tonsil (the adenoid body 


was found to harbor tuberculosis in 10 per cen 
of 1,671 cases studied by Dr. G. B. Wood in this 
country. 
In most cases of advanced -pulmonarj 


tuberculosis 
the 
tonsils are 
tuberculous—in 9 


cases out of 139 examined by Wood. 
Evident!} 


tonsils are a good thing to be rid of. 


Whether the tuberculosis is of the human or the 


bovine type is not very important so far .as treat 
ment is concerned. 
It is probably bovine tuber 


culosis of the cervical lymph-nodes in the majority 
of cases in children—in at least three of every 
four 
cases, according to various students of the 


disease. 
The lymph-drainage from the region of 


the faucial or throat tonsils and from the region 
of the pharyngeal tonsil or adenoid body is direct- 
ly to the chains of lymph nodes on each isde of the 
neck extending from under the jaw and ear down 
toward the breast bone. 


Bovine tuberculosis is acquired chiefly from milk 


from tuberculous cows. 
One-tenth of all cattle 


slaughtered for food in Holland have tuberculosis; 
16 per cent of beef cattle in Berlin have tubercu- 
losis; 2 or 3 per cent o£ the cattle killed for food in 
Pennsylvania have tuberculosis. 
Raw 
market 


milk in most cities in this country may contain 
bovine tuberculosis bacilli. Pasteurization destroys 
these bacilli. Milk from .tuberculin tested herds is 
free from such possible contamination. 


The lymph canal drainage from all the lymph 


nodes of the neck is directly into the jugular vein 
and thence into the right side of the heart and the 
lungs. 
So if tubercle bacilli thus enter the circu- 


lation they are pretty sure to lodge in the lungs. 
But this is a very rare happening, notwithstand- 
ing the frequency of tuberculosis of 
the 
neck 


'glands." 
In fact it has been observed that in 


families having several members with lung tuber- 
culosis, members who have tuberculous cervical 
adenitis 
acquire a certain immunity and do not 


have lung tuberculosis.

BERLIN—Professor Dr. Veit Valen 


tin, 
tells of Bismarck's great desire 


for an Anglo-German treaty, as a 
means of ensuring European peace. 
He says in an article in the BER- 
LINER TAGEBLATT: 


"Lord Salisbury was the most emin- 


ent among those personalities 
who 


shared Prince Bismark's desire for 
an Anglo-German agreement. Private 
correspondence of great political im- 
portance hod taken place between him 
and BIsmark. To understand the po- 
sition of the latter we must differen- 
tiate between his difficult relation- 
ship to Crown Princess Victoria, afjjer- 
wards Empress Fredrick, 
and 
his 


earnest desire to be on good terms 
with the English democracy and the 
English imperial state. Bismarck d|d 
not wish any English influence in 
German home affairs, and feared thai 
Empress Fredrick might try to use 
such an influence,*he was therefore 
glad that young Wilhelm II was never 
intimate enough with his mother for 
it to have any effect. 


"Prince Bismarck and his son did 


everything possible to tide over ex- 
isting discords between the two, and 
in spite of all hindrances, to bring 
the German state and the English 
state into relations of political equal- 
itv. It was Biswark's idea to acquire 
Helgoland in exchange for some col 
ony and he was even ready to give 
up the whole of German South West 
Africa in exchange for the island. But 
all these negotiations with Lord Salis- 
bury and ris party were only the pre- 
lude to a decisive step which Bismarck 
took in 18811. After the double govern- 
ment change had taken place in Ger- 
many and young Wilhelm II was rul- 
ing, 
Bismarck made an attempt to 


create a firm basis to his idea and 
to bring about a treaty between Ger- 
many and England. 
He hoped in 


common 
with 
Lord Salisbury, of 


whose statesmanlike intelligence he 
ia<i a very high opinion, to satisfy 
Europe's desire for peace and to pre- 
vent war for a long time to come. 
Alany of the English ministers were, 
lowever, of the 
opinion that 
*he 


carrying out of Bismarck's idea would 
destroy the parliamentary majority 
ind cause the ministery to fall. But 
Lord Salisbury declared, he hoped to 
see the day when it' would be pos- 
sible to go practically into the matter. 
Count Herbert Bismarck, in writing 
to his father quotes Lord Salisbury's 
words: 'Meanwhile we leave it on the

should go hand in hand with each 
other ns much as possible.

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Why Not Vary-Menus?

So many women, whose duty it is 


to feed a family three times a day. 
get tired and discouraged doing the 
same thing over and over! Thinking 
to find something new, they read re- 
cipes from a. cook book or magazine. 


There it is, and they attempt a new- 


dish which takes much time and 
some money, and then often come 
the exclamations from the family, "I 
would rather have your cake than 
this!" Do not try a difficult recipe 
unless quite sure that the time will 
be well spent, and the result accep- 
table to the family. Rather, use your 
own recipe, and change it's form or 
garnish. 


The one reliable cake recipe may 


b© baked in muffin tins and served 
with a chocolate, or fruit sauce. 


The plain cornstarch pudding may 


have the whites of three eggs added 
to it as it comes from the flre. 


A sauce made from the yolks, in 


other words a soft custard, will quite 
change the pudding. Or line the mold 
in which the pudding is cooled with 
slices of canned pineapple and it is 
quite a new dessert. 


Or. instead of serving the chopped 


meat in balls, make a roll of it, bake 
it. and serve a tomato sauce with it. 


Save out broad dough, if you make 


your own bread, and add some sugar, 
a little butter, and an egg, and sur- 
prise the family with some sweet rolls. 


Too many cooks are afraid of ex- 


perimenting and feel that they must 
'have a recipe before them. Someone 
invents new dishes, why not you? 


A soup kettle is a wonderful thing! 


In it can go so many scraps, bits-of 
raw vegetables, bones from roasts, and 
the result is a stock which can be 
used for sauces, or soup, or a liquid 
in which to cook vegetables. 


A soup, pven though there Is bnt 


little meat in it, which has vegeta- 
bles and beans and macaroni or rice, 
is sufficient for a meal when served 
with bread and butter, possibly a 
salad, and a sweet. A few left-over 
vegetables, such as one boiled po- 
tato, half a cup of peas, a stalk of 
celery, a beet, and, of course, a bit 
of onion, will make a small salad. 
And if by chance an egg was left 
at breakfast time, chop it and put it 
in the salad.
